Rindge Graduate Has Better Chance for Advancement

| yet if the average student were asked 


to define a technical school, he would 
probably make a feeble attempt at 
a definition, finally saying, “I don’t 
know. Just what is a_ technical 
school?” 


In an interview with Mr. Wood, 
questions were asked on this, and 
several other topics which should 
be of interest to Rindge students. 

Rindge has often been called a 
“trade” school. To dispel this er- 
roneous statement, the following 
query was presented to Mr. Wood: 

Why is Rindge different from a 
trade school? 

“A trade school teaches skill in 
a single line of work for vocational 
purposes,” Mr. Wood replied. “This 
type of school could not be classified 
as a high school and it does not 
offer the student an opportunity to 
prepare for college. 

The technical high school teaches 
a variety of skills to give training 
for a wide range of occupations and 
provides a high school training for 
the sake of making it possible to 


advance to a higher position in 
industry or commerce. The tech- 
nical high school does prepare 


students for college. 

It is often assumed that a per- 
son needs only manual training to 
succeed in a trade. 

When asked if this assumption 
were correct, Mr. Wood replied, “No. 
Related intelligence is fully as im- 
portant.” 

Does a graduate of Rindge have 
a greater chance of making good 
in a trade than the vocational school 
graduate? ; 

“A Rindge graduate aims higher 
than a trade. He should plan to 
become, at least, a non-commissioned 
officer in industry.”

we decided to have some refresh- 
ments in an open air restaurant 
but the place was crowded with 
thirsty Britons struggling for their 
| beloved cup of tea. Finally, after 
about half an hour, we managed 
to secure a fraction of a_ table 
when the sirens started to wail, 


indicating the approach of German 
planes. None of the guests, however, 
took any notice of this warning, 
as we were accustomed to an aver- 
age of three alarms a day and 
never before had anything hap- 


The restaurant staff had a dif- 


ferent view of the situation and 
stopped work immediately, but 
made no attempt to get into a 


shelter, grasping this little excuse 
for taking a rest period. Even the 
most insistant demands for food 
were rejected wih icy smiles and 
remarks like: ‘‘Don’t you know there’s 
a raid on?” The situation grew tense 
Any attempt to prevent an English- 
man from getting his tea will turn 
into a savage beast. Open 
criticism of the restaurant staff 
was expressed and people were just 
starting to leave, when we heard 
the sound of a distant explosion, 
followed by a series of detonations 
which seemed to come nearer and 
nearer. Everybody looked up tothe 
clear sky and a moment later the 
nearby “Primrose Hill” heavy A.A.

A LOYAL RINDGE MAN LEAVES US 











On September 18th, 1940, Walter G. Burns, better known as 
“Slugger” Burns, Class of 1895, passed away at the age of sixty-two. 
Mr. Burns was one of the most loyal and most active Rindgeites ever 
to have graduated from this school. 

While at Rindge, then known as Cambridge Manual Training 
School, “Slugger” was an outstanding student, being very active in 
school affairs. His devotion to Rindge became even greater after 
graduating. He was elected president of the alumni of the Class of 
1895 and has held this office almost continually since leaving Rindge. 

In 1921-22, “Slugger” became president of the Rindge Alumni 
Association. 

For fifteen years Mr. Burns has presented to some Senior or P. G. 
the Ware Prize for Mechanical Drawing, a memorial established by 
“Slugger’s” own class. Mr. Burns aided in the publication of the 
fiftieth volume of the Rindge Register and was most obliging when 
the Register requested his help. 

It would be an appropriate tribute to this great Rindge man if 
some compliance could be made with his wishes to have the quota- 
tion above the entrance to our school made more prominent.

The inexperienced Rindge eleven 
battered its way to a one sided vic- 
tory over Fitchburg High at Russell 
Field on Saturday Sept. 21 before 
1500 royal roosters in Rindge’s open- 
ing game of the season. 





The Rindge defense balanced with 
its offense to pile up nineteen markers 
and hold the “burgers” 

Bresnahan kicked from his 20 yard 
line to Rindge’s 32. Poirier brought 
it to the Fitchburg 35 yd. line on first 
Dotten then swept his right 
end and ran on to a 35 yd. touchdown, 


scoreless. 


Fitchburg wasted no time, however 
they got right to work and put on the 
pressure in the second quarter Fitch- 
burg rushers invaded Rindge‘s 10 yard 
line.

I learn the proper methods of study 
as long ag I get the assignments 
done.” 


We have just to think back in 
history and regard Abraham Lincoln 
as the answer to our problem. He 
was not given opportunities such as 
He knew if he was 
to go ahead in this world he would 
have to learn as much as possible. 
He had to fight for every chance to 
get ahead. He learned the correct 
method of study at an early age be- 
cause he knew he did not have 
enough time to learn by the waste- 
ful process of “trail and error.” 


True, most of us wil never be- 
come Abraham Lincoln, but we too 
haven’t enough time to learn by a 
strenuous process of “trail by error.” 
We can see irom Abraham Lincoln’s 
life how prover method of study can 
help.

While in Washington, it received 
a personal invitation from the Pres- 
ident to serenade at the White 
House. 

In Washington, it was entertained 
by Massachusetts Congressmen at 
the mansion of Vice-President Levi 
P. Morton.

DRAMAS OF OTHER YEARS 


Forty-one years ago, in 1900, the 
students of Rindge, then known as the 
Cambridge Manual Training School, 
presented their first Senior Drama, 
“The Doctor.” From that time up to 
last year, Rindge students have al- 
ways played the feminine parts in the 
annual Drama, But tonight tradition 
will be broken. 

Back in the old days when simple 
easily-acted plays were given by 
Rindge, either the Washington Hall, 
seating about 600, or Brattle Hall, 
seating about 500, was used for the 
presentations. Later Sanders Theatre, 
which is somewhat larger, was used. 

Things have changed with the pas- 
sage of years, however, and today 
the Senior Drama is presented in 
this spacious auditorium where the 
most up-to-date stage equipment is 
at our disposal. 

The plays themselves are ones 
which the students of C. M. T. S. would 
never have dreamt of staging. At 
one time the interior of a submarine 
was used as the setting, and in 1939, 
a trench was constructed on the stage 
for “Journey’s End.” 

Besides utilizing more extensive | 
scenery and sound effects, the Rindge 
students of today choose more ad- 
vanced plays that have proved their 
entertainment value by continued

theatres all over the country. 

The scenery used at present has 
served as the background of several 
plays at Rindge, but in the past, the 
art department, assisted by Mr. |

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NEW BASEBALL RULE 


The high school coaches of the Su- 
burban Baseball League _ recently 
adopted a new rule that will be used 
for the first time this summer. It ig 
known as the “free substitution” rule. 





This will only be enforced in 
league games. No provisions have 
been made for its effect in non- 


league games. 

The use of the new rule will permit 
the coach to make more substitutions 
without taking the risks that came 
with previous replacements. A player 
may be removed but he will be eligible 
for reinstatement to the game. This 
is true in all cases save the pitcher 
who is through once he is removed, 

An other phrase of the new regula- 
tion states that the only player who 
can be put in after removal is the 
player who was in that position in 
the starting lineup. Substitutes may 
not be resubstituted. 

An important thing to remember 
is that once a player is taken out in 
favor of a pinch hitter he is through. 
This means that the old ruling will 
still be in effect in regard to pinch 
hitting. 

The new ruling will allow the coach 
to try out his spares under pressure 
without taking great risk. The gam- 
ble that was taken in the past in 
substituting, thus has been done away 
with. More participants will be able 
to take part in the playing activities, 
more letters will be awarded. 

The rule will be heartily accepted 
by the schoolboys as well the coaches. 
Congratulations are due the coaches 
who adopted the new legislation with 
the full interest and betterment of 
schoolboy baseball at heart. The move 
will undoubtedly experience magnifi- 
cent success. It should improve the 
sportmanship of the participants and 
thus be a great asset to the game. 

One point to remember is that 
schoolboy baseball in the Suburban 
League will no longer be a game for 
the sports reporter who will be head 
over heels in figuring out the box 
scores,

Mr. Wilfred J. Metivier, present 
head coach of football at Rindge for 
the past ten years. 








WiLrreD J. METIVIER 

This is the original Mitch Met- 
ivier although the Mitch part of it 
has been used in reference to various 
others of the family who are now 
attending or have attended Rindge. 
It was back in 1910 that Mr. Meti- 
vier is credited with having received 
his diploma at Rindge. He had a fine 
athletic background which accounts 
for his success at Holy Cross. 
~~ He later graduated from that in- 
stitution but here are the moves 
which have united to bring him back 
to Rindge in his present position. 

We have no immeliate authority | 
on the matter but according to our | 
mentor he was awarded all-scholastic 
honors at Rindge in baseball and 
football. He was baseball captain 
here in his senior year. 

He was a top notcher in his game 
at Holy Cross and after three years 
of playing he was elected captain of | 
the eleven for his last year at Wor- | 
cester. That was in 1913. 

After playing baseball and foot- 
ball, the two leading American sports 
for four years at Holy Crose he de- 
cided that it was time for him to 
choose a career by which he could | 
earn his bread and butter.

He undertook school teaching as 
a profession after receiving a grad- 
uate degree at the Boston Normal 
School in. Brighton, where he coached 
all sports for 2 years. It was soon 
after, that the elder Metevier came 
back to the alma mater of his school- 
boy days. He was assistant coach to 
Mr. Murphy from 1928 to 1932 when 
the head coach confined his coaching 
to basketball. Mr. Metivier was big

capable of his position by the kind of

well as his brand of ball. 

Other offices the old master has 
served in are: Director of the New 
England Football Officials Associa- 
tion, a position retained from 1923 to 


the present day: intercollegiate foot- |

With such a background one can- 
not help but see why Mr. Metivier 
is fitting and the right man for the 
job he has been doing for the past 
decade and for many more years a- 
head.
